, Whether Prof. MacDermol’s views of the pre¬ 
cise direction the consequences of another war woujd 
take in Canada, if this Dominion were involved in it, 
were correct or not. there is not the slightest doubt 
thet such an eventuality would result in the disruption 
of our confederation.

falls to rate'high as a novel. But as satire and for 
its rich, pregnant writing, this aucceaaor to “Juan 
in America ' on which Linklater established ‘ his 
reputation, la one of the seaeon's treats. It la 
published in Canada by Thomas Nelson and 8on. 
Toronto, and in New York by Farrar and Rinehart. 

It la the ttory of a young Britisher who 
returns to London after military and other ex¬ 
periences m the East and riding on the success 
of hla published writings. He la on bit way to his 
old home In the Orkney Islands. But hla arrival 
there la delayed while he dips into the current of 
hla old London life. Then he is led north to be 
precipitated into the Scottish nationalist move¬ 
ment. He runs as a by-election candidate for the 
Scottish Home Rulers, only to go down to ridicu¬ 
lous defeat after hla election agent, an uncom¬ 
promising ‘ enthusiast In the movement, had 
decamped with the election deposit which Magnus 
himself had put up. Somewhat defeated. Magnus 
arrives at his old horns In the Orkney*. The 
Island* are also the author's home, and hla love 
for them and their people wells up through the 
page* of the story.

r * SEEMS almost incredible, out so far as I 
know “Trumpeter Sound." by D. L. Murray, la 
the first English novel In our time to deal with 
the Crimean War. It la likely that stories were 
written back in the late fifties and the sixties on 
this them*, but not one of them has survived. 
Tennyson's poem. “The Charge of the Light Bri¬ 
gade.' and the poem about tha Alma rolling her 
waters proudly to the sea are th« only literary re¬ 
mains of that miserable conflict. Perhape English 
novelists of our day have avoided this subject be¬ 
cause It la such a terrible story of muddling. 

W* can all see now that the war of th* Crimea 
was. like moet other wars, entirely unne c es sar y. 
Bright and Oobden were right in denouncing it. 
hut English Jingoism was thirsting for a fight, and 
so the lives of 25.000 British soldiers were sacri¬ 
ficed to disease, starvation and Russian cannon. 
Th* war demonstrated that th* War Office wae 
frightfully incompetent: the men in the rank* 
were brave, but their generals quarreled among 
themselves and revealed th* g rossest stupidity, 
while the rotten supplies in food and clothing fur¬ 
nished by grafting army contractor*, and lack of 
organisation in th* commissariat and medical 
services could scarcely have been worse. According 
to the historian. O. M. Trevelyan, half a dozen 
mils* from th* British fleet in Balaclava Harbor, 
English soldiers starved and died because supplies 
were not brought up to them. 

And had It not been for the reform* instituted 
On the military hospitals of Scutari by Florence 
Nightingale the appalling loss of Ilf* from cholera 
and other diaeaaee would have been much higher. 
She blamed the bad administration of the army 
medical service for the lose of at least 14.000 Urea. 
8h* brought down th* death rate In th* hospitals 
from 43 per cent to 33 per 1.000, and thus became 
the real hero of the war.

education should be essentially vocational, a con¬ 
ception that took a strong hold upon our people 
at the time our country waa turning from a 
frontier and agricultural to an industrial con¬ 
dition. 

The vocational objective la natural among a 
people who must earn their living, and it was 
strengthened by the spread of universal schooling 
above the elementary stage. But adesire tar 'men 
of a more broadly educated type has been gaining 
ground in the professions and In buelneea. a* well 
aa among thoughtful people throughout the com¬ 
munity. and the college* are the place* ld America 
to which we must look. 

FACTS VS. IDEAS 

G REATER correlation of knowledge" is to some 
extent the same thing regarded from a differ¬ 
ent standpoint. If the object Is not so much to 
cram the mind with Isolated fact* as to learn how 
to use them, the student must be brought to com¬ 
pare them, to discriminate between their relative 
Importance, to verify them, and must try to com¬ 
bine them into a system more or less consistent 
with Itself. Feeding a living fowl is a different 
thing from stuffing a goose with chestnut*. 

No doubt every good teacher strives to make 
hla pupils think shout the matters with which he 
deals, but instruction in separate courses—espe¬ 
cially Hi those subjects which are not In their 
nature progressive, and a subsequent course la not 
necessarily dependent upon the knowledge of the 
preceding one—le very far from equivalent to a 
process that compels correlating them in a larger 
unity. 

Of late there ha* come an increasing approval of 
the. doctrine, long asserted here, that to accumu¬ 
late credit* in course* Is by itself a defective 
method of education. The American tradition of 
courses with an examination at the end of each Is 
excellent, and we shall not abandon It; but in 
college, and U1 some of the graduate or profes¬ 
sional schools. It need* to be supplemented by 
some process that compel* more extensive thought 
and a wider view of the whole subject. This we 
have sought in the general or comprehensive ex¬ 
aminations and the tutors.
